ger has passed. If your house 
has venetion blinds, lower and 
shut them to bar flying glass 
and screen out some of the 
blast's fierce heat. Fill buckets 
sinks, a bathtub, and other con- 
tainers with water. 

Six general guidelines to fall- 
out protection: (1) A basement 
is usually better than above- 
ground floors. (2) A corner of a 
basement that is below ground 
level is better than the center 
of the basement. (3) On above- 
ground floors, improvise shel- 
ter away from out-side walls. 
(4) When improvision shelter, 
keep it small. Concentrate the 
shielding mass immediately 
around and above you to con- 
serve construction time. (5) 
Stay away from windows and 
outside doorways. (6) If caught 
in the open, try to get to some 
substantial structure, such as a 
large commercial or civic build- 
ing. If none of these is readily 
available look for an under- 
pass or ditch — anything that 
will get you below ground level 
— and improvise a shelter. 
Humans can live on a quart of 
water or other fluid a day, but 
an allowance of one-half to one 
gallon is far more comfortable. 
Five-gallon or larger containers 
conserve space. If you use small 
glass containers, seal them well 
and pack them with newspapers 
or wadding to prevent breakage. 
Radiation in itself does not af- 
fect water. It is only if the radio 
active particles them selves get 
into water that the water be- 
comes dangerous, The particles 
can be removed by straining 
through a paper towel or sever- 
al thicknesses of clean cloth. 

It is only when one gets too 
much radiation too fast that 
sickness or possibly death may 
result.
